A  bronze,  a  t£ird  more  t  an  life  size,  called  heroic,  "by  the 
sculptor,  Gutzon  Borgltmi,     Erected  on  the  plaza  of  the  Essex  County 
Court  House,  Newark,  N.  J.  May  30,  1911,  according  to  the  bequest 
of  $25,000.00  for  that  purpose     by  the  late     Amos  E.  Van  Horn, 
This  statue  of  Lincoln,  seated  on  a  bench  with  his  hat  beside  him 
differs  from  all  other  Lincolns  in  its  pose.     A  tablet  back  of  the 
states    bears  the  inscription  "Lincoln  *ost,  No,  11,     Department 
of  Hew  Jersey,  G.A.R."     The  unveiling  services  took  place  on  Decora- 
tion Day,     Ubj  1911.       Among  the  speakers  of  the  occasion  were 
fix-president  Roosvelt,     i  ayor  Haussling,  Mr,  Ralph  E.  Lum,       and 
Charles  Rann  Kennedy. 

The  statue  was  cast  in  one  piece  by  the  Gorham  Manafacturing  Company 
of  ^ew  York  City  at  its  foundary  in  Providence  R,   I.     Small  bronze 
replicas  of  the  statue  ape  also  made  by  the  Gorham  Company.  * 

Gutzon  Borglum  was  born  in  Idaho  in  1867.  He  received  his  art 
education  in  Paris,  and  has  exhibited  both  as  a&painter  and  as  a 
sculptor  in  that  city.     Among  other  well  known  works  by  him  are 
the  figures  of  the  twelve  Apostles     for  the  cathedral  of  St  John 
the  Divine  in  New  York  City;     the  head  of  Lincoln  in  the  rotunda 
of  the  Capitol  at  ^Ashington;  fhe  Sheridan  Monument     in  Washington; 
the  karss  of  Diosaades,  and  Ruskin  in  the  Metropolitan  Museum;   and! 
the  flyer  in  the  fJhe  University  of  Virginia,  Charlottsville.

Shu.  Thi.s  bronze  is  a  reduction  of  the  heroic  size  seated  figure  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  which  is  situated  in  front  of  the  Essex  County  Courthouse  in 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  Borglum  had  received  the  commission  as  a  result  of 
the  exhibition  of  his  earhet  marble  head  of  Lincoln  in  the  Capitol.  Work  on 
his  seated  "Lincoln"  began  in  1909  and  a  year  later  it  was  cast  in  bronze  by 


the  Gorham  Company  Founders.  The  statue  was  unveiled  on  Decoration 
Day,   19  11.
